ARTICLE  16.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Municipal  Garage  and 
Fire  Station  Building,  including  designs,  site  acquisition  and  prep- 
aration, and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or  lease  the 
site  and  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  reliable  firm  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  the  same. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $15,- 
000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  and  transfer  the  same 
to  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  a  survey  for 
long  range  planning  of  water  supply  and  consumption. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $17,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  oper- 
ating an  Ambulance  Service  in  the  Gorham  area. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  enter  into  agreements  with  Berlin,  Dummer,  Milan,  Ran- 
dolph and  Shelburne,  collectively  or  singly,  for  the  mutual  perform- 
ance of  certain  governmental  functions  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  53A, 
NHRSA. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  become  part  of  an 
Ambulance  District  with  Milan,  Dummer,  Randolph  and  Shelburne 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pay  assessments  to  the  district  as 
the  town's  share  of  the  operating  costs. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  repaving  the  Tennis  Courts  on  the  common. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  but 
not  abandon  as  a  public  highway  that  portion  of  old  Route  #16 
which  lies  outside  the  present  new  right-of-way  of  Route  #16  be- 
tween the  southerly  property  line  of  the  land  of  the  First  Develop- 
ment Corporation,  known  as  the  Globe  Shopping  Center,  and  the 
northerly  property  line  of  land  of  the  Mason  Land  Company,  not  in- 
tending to  discontinue  the  use  of  said  land  for  sewer,  water  or  pub- 
lic utility  lines,  as  authorized  by  RSA  237  and  RSA  238.

collective  bargaining  agreement  with  said  union. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  hire  money  on  temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
covering  the  period  from  March  6,  1973  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
1974. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  sell  any  property  bought  at  any  tax  sale;  or  to  which 
the  town  holds  title  by  deed,  not  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  dispose  of  surplus  miscellaneous  town  equipment,  with 
property  having  reasonable  value  in  excess  of  $200.00  to  be  sold  at 
public  sale  unless  used  for  trade-in. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  hear  reports  of  town  officers,  agents,  commit- 
tees heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

TOWN  MANAGER  REPORT 

To:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Gorham: 

It  is  indeed  with  great  pleasure  that  I  herewith  submit  the  first 
Town  Manager's  report  for  the  Town  of  Gorham.  The  following  is  a 
short  review  of  the  transactions  of  your  municipal  government  for 
1972  and  new  proposals  for  1973: 

In  October  the  Town  took  delivery  of  a  new  packer  unit  for 
garbage  collection  at  a  cost  of  $11,172.03  with  trade-in; 

Several  pieces  of  equipment  for  the  town  office  were  pur- 
chased during  the  year  including  adding  machine,  desk  and 
chairs ; 

A  new  tailgate  sander  was  purchased  and  put  into  operation 
in  late  November.  This  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of  the  wages  of 
two  men  when  sanding  or  salting,  as  well  as  distributing  the 
material  on  a  more  even  and  economical  basis: 

A  new  cruiser  was  purchased  in  1972  replacing  a  1970  car 
which  had  85,000  miles  on  it  and  which  was  later  sold. 
At  the  last  regular  Town  Meeting  several  changes  were  made 
in  the  operation  of  the  town: 

The  adoption  of  the  Town  Manager  form  of  government 
which  was  put  into  operation  September  18; 

The  authority  to  change  the  time  of  the  town  meeting  to  an 
evening  meeting,  voting  as  usual  by  ballot  during  the  day  be- 
tween the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P.M.  with  the  business 
meeting  to  start  at  7:30  in  the  evening. 

The  first  check  from  the  United  States  Treasury  Department  un- 
der Revenue  Sharing  was  received  in  December.  This  amount  of 
$16,316.00  is  on  deposit  in  a  savings  account  drawing  interest  at  5%, 
as  well  as  a  second  check  in  the  amount  of  $15,656.00  which  was  re- 
ceived on  January  5,  1973. 

The  last  town  meeting  also  saw  the  adoption  of  a  leash  law  for 
dogs. 

Phase  II  of  the  Cascade  Water  Line  job  was  completed  along 
with  the  remaining  construction  of  Route  #16. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  on  July  24,  1972  the  town  voted  the 
transfer  of  part  of  the  Hunt  property  at  Broadway  and  Main  Streets 
to  the  Gorham  Development  Corporation  so  that  a  medical  building 
could  be  located  on  it. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Gorham  Beautifica- 
tion  Committee  an  extensive  tree  lighting  program  was  carried  out. 
Several  trees  were  decorated  on  the  common  as  well  as  the  band- 
stand, the  town  hall  was  decorated  with  candles  and  Christmas 
lights,  a  decorated  tree  was  placed  in  the  Peabody  playground  in 
the  Upper  Village  and  a  tree  was  decorated  at  the  Cascade  Flat 
area. 

1972  also  saw  the  adoption  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  authority 
established  under  Section  41:11  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of 
a  set  of  traffic  ordinances  for  the  Town  of  Gorham,  also  under  the 
same  authority  an  ordinance  was  passed  regulating  the  use  of  the 
common. 


Rules  and  regulations  for  the  Police  Department  and  Town  em- 
ployees were  adopted  during  1972. 

Several  people  spent  many  hours  of  their  time  working  on  vari- 
ous committees  including  the  Town  Garage  Committee  whose  report 
is  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  Planning  Board  was  reactivated  in  the  early  part  of  Jan- 
uary, 1973  with  Joel  White  being  elected  Chairman  and  Ronald 
Coury,  Secretary-Treasurer.  Their  report  is  also  in  the  Annual  Re- 
port. 

You  will  be  asked  to  act  upon  several  new  matters  at  Town 
Meeting.  These  will  require  your  careful  consideration.  Special  arti- 
cles requesting  funds  are  as  follows: 

A  complete  survey  of  the  water  facilities  including  present 
and  future  storage,  supply,  wells,  and  lines  at  a  cost  of  $15,- 
000.00.  It  is  recommended  that  this  item  be  financed  through 
Revenue  Sharing  funds; 

Tax  Mapping  of  the  Town  of  Gorham  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$17,000.00,  to  be  financed  through  Revenue  Sharing  funds.  State 
law  has  put  a  1980  deadline  on  tax  mapping  and  as  all  towns 
will  be  having  this  done  and  the  project  takes  approximately 
two  years,  it  seems  advisable  to  start  this  program  now.  There 
are  not  very  many  concerns  doing  this  type  of  work  at  present 
and  there  could  conceivably  be  a  shortage  in  the  last  two  years, 
especially  among  the  reliable  firms; 

Ambulance  Service  is  being  requested  on  a  district  or  local 
basis  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $17,000.00. 

Another  article  which  must  be  acted  on  relates  to  municipal 
employees  and  is  the  recognition  of  union  representation  and  the 
authority  of  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  a  union  contract  for  Public 
Works  and  Water  and  Sewer  employees.  If  voted  affirmatively,  Gor- 
ham will  be  the  first  town  in  New  Hampshire  to  have  a  union  for  its 
Public  Works  employees. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  Selectmen  for 
their  excellent  co-operation  in  making  the  transition  to  the  Town 
Manager  form  of  government  so  smooth.  To  the  girls  in  the  office, 
Helen  Hinkley,  Violet  Toth  and  Marjorie  Jodrie,  thanks  for  putting 
up  with  me  and  making  this  change  operate  smoothly.  To  Tony 
Dooan  and  the  officers  of  the  Police  Department  and  Fred  Libby 
and  the  employees  of  the  town  garage,  thanks  also  for  their  excel- 
lent co-operation.  And  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  thanks  from  my- 
self and  family  to  everyone  for  making  us  feel  so  welcome  in  Gor- 
ham.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  FOR  1973 

The  Gorham  Budget  Committee  held  an  organizational  meeting 
on  January  5,  1973  at  the  town  hall,  re-electing  both  David  W.  Mur- 
phy as  Chairman  and  Lee  F.  Carroll  as  clerk.  Three  public  hearing 
dates  were  set  for  receipt  and  discussion  of  budgets  requested  for 
1973.  These  meetings  were  held  on  January  15,  22,  and  29,  1973. 

All  hearing  meetings  were  held  in  the  upstairs  hall  with  the  bud- 
get request  material  being  made  available  to  the  generally  small 
group  of  interested  citizens  attending.  The  budgets  of  the  district 
nurse,  library,  fire,  recreation  and  water  and  sewer  departments 
were  presented  the  first  evening,  with  the  Selectmen  presenting  all 
budgets  under  their  control  at  the  second  meeting.  The  School  Board 
presented  their  budget  at  the  third  meeting. 

Additional  executive  sessions  of  the  Budget  Committee  were  held 
on  February  2,  5  and  12,  1973  for  final  consideration  of  the  budget 
requests  presented.  Considerable  changes  were  recommended  as  fol- 
lows: 

Town  Officers'  Salaries:   Reduced  to  $17,900  by  not  recom- 
mending proposed  raises  for  selectmen  and  town  clerk. 
Contingency  Fund:   Increased  from  initial  $2,000  requested 
to  $4,000,  this  still  being  $1,000  below  modified  request  pre- 
sented at  last  hearing. 

Police  Department:  Reduced  to  $67,000  from  requested 
$72,062,  a  reduction  of  $5,062. 

Fire  Department:  Reduced  to  $19,975  from  requested  $21,975, 
a  reduction  of  $2,000. 

District  Nurse:  Reduced  to  $5,375  from  requested  $7,375,  a 
reduction  of  $2,000. 

Winter  Roads:  Reduced  to  $50,000  from  requested  $52,500,  a 
reduction  of  $2,500. 

Library:  Reduced  to  $13,140.40  from  requested  $15,140.40,  a 
reduction  of  $2,000. 

Town  Poor:  Reduced  to  $9,000  from  requested  $10,000,  a  re- 
duction of  $1,000. 

Recreation  and  Skating  Rinks:  Reduced  Recreation  $855 
from  requested  $28,755  and  increased  Skating  Rinks  by  $650 
to  $1,650  with  recommendation  that  Selectmen  request  that 
the  Recreation  Director  assume  responsibility  for  the  Skat- 
ing Rinks.

Cemeteries:  Reduced  to  $8,000  from  requested  $8,650,  a  re- 
duction of  $650. 

Parks  and  Playgrounds:  Reduced  to  $3,500  from  requested 
$8,500  with  recommendation  that  special  article  be  inserted 
to  consider  the  $5,000  Tennis  Court  resurfacing  item.  Note: 
This  special  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee also,  so  no  reduction  of  total  request.

The  School  budget  request  was  reduced  by  $20,000,  to  a  gross 
budget  recommendation  of  $934,413.36  by  the  Budget  Committee.  The 
School  Board  was  requested  to  recommend  areas  to  be  reduced  on 
basis  of  priorities.  The  Budget  Committee  held  a  special  meeting  on 
February  12,  1973  to  review  the  reductions  proposed,  and  approved 
them  as  submitted.

The  activities  of  the  Planning  Board  were  limited  this  past  year. 
In  the  late  fall  a  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to  discuss,  with 
Cleo  Castonguay  of  the  Northern  Region  Planning  Office,  the  con- 
tent of  a  proposed  existing  land  use  survey.  Early  in  January  an- 
other meeting  was  called  to  accept  the  material  which  Mr.  Caston- 
guay had  produced.  This  material  consisted  of  "An  initial  compila- 
tion for  a  comprehensive  plan",  and  a  town  map.

Gentlemen: 

This  committee  was  formed  to  study  and  make  recommendations 
relative  to  a  new  garage  building  to  house  town  and  school  vehicles. 
We  met  on  many  occasions  at  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  at  site  lo- 
cations. We  herewith  submit  our  findings  as  follows: 

1.  At  this  time  it  does  not  seem  feasible  to  include  school  buses 
in  the  same  building  with  town  vehicles. 

2.  The  buses  should  be  housed  separately  near  the  Ed  Fenn 
School. 

3.  Enclosed  are  rough  sketches  for  two  proposals  relative  to 
site  and  type  of  construction. 

4.  Proposals  on  estimated  costs  have  been  received  on  metal 
buildings  from  Yankee  Builders  ranging  from  $78,000.00  to  $86,000.00 
dollars  and  cement  block-brick  facing  type  of  construction  ranging 
from  $70,000.00  to  $80,000.00. 

5.  We  recommend  construction  of  a  combined  Highway  and 
Water  Department  building  and  Fire  Station,  173'  long  with  62'  width 
for  1G6'  of  this  length,  the  balance  being  40'  wide.  Due  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Insurance  Services  Office  of  New  Hampshire,  it 
is  felt  that  consideration  of  the  space  for  the  Fire  Department  vehi- 
cles be  seriously  considered. 

6.  We  recommend  the  site  as  discussed  off  lower  Main  Street 
on  Public  Service  Company  land  that  can  be  obtained  on  a  lease 
basis. 

7.  We  feel  that  total  costs  including  site  preparation,  construc- 
tion of  building  and  possible  design  costs  would  not  exceed  $100,000.- 
00  dollars. 
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8.  We  feel  that  the  Town  Hall  building  can  be  better  utilized. 
We  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  redesigning  the  town 
office  area  to  better  utilize  the  wasted  space  in  the  present  lobbies. 
Consideration  should  also  be  given  to  the  earliest  abandonment  of 
the  fire  station  section  as  a  fire  station.  This  space  could  be  utilized 
by  the  proposed  Ambulance  Service  as  well  as  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Planning  Board  members  were  also  included  in  many  of  these 
meetings.

During  the  past  year,  Mr.  Ray  Di  Pasquale  has  again  served  as 
our  Recreation  Director.  He  has  now  been  the  Director  for  the  past 
20  months.  During  his  tenure,  he  has  been  active  in  state  as  well  as 
local  affairs  serving  on  certification  committees  and  on  the  Northern 
New  England  Planning  Committee. 

The  Commission  reports  a  very  successful  year  with  more  pro- 
grams being  offered  and  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Center.  The 
painting  of  the  building  has  enhanced  the  beauty  of  the  Community, 
as  well  as  improving  the  Recreation  Departments  image.

Our  summer  program  was  awarded  second  place  in  the  Clarence 
B.  Shelnutt  Program  contest  which  is  to  encourage  the  improvement 
of  Community  recreation  programs  in  New  Hampshire.  Here  is  what 
was  stated  when  the  award  was  presented:  "Winning  second  place 
in  the  contest  was  Gorham's  Wonderful  World  of  Recreation.  Direct- 
ed by  Recreation  Superintendent,  Ray  Di  Pasquale,  this  entry  showed 
a  remarkable  upgrading  of  a  variety  of  year-round  activities  in  this 
town  of  less  than  3,000." 

The  award  was  made  at  the  annual  dinner  in  Manchester  of  and 
by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Recreation  and  Park  Society,  Gerry 
Cox,  President  and  co-sponsored  by  the  office  of  Community  Recre- 
ation Service,  State  of  New  Hampshire  Richard  Tapply,  Director. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  our  annual  June-August  winning 
Summer  Program:

2.  Aldea  Dalphonse  was  Gorham's  entry  in  the  Miss  Recreation 
Leader  contest  in  Manchester,  we  are  proud  to  say  that  she  was  a 
finalist  in  the  contest  among  girls  from  other  Recreation  Depart- 
ments in  the  state. 

3.  North  Country  Junior  League  Baseball— boys,  played  in  com- 
petition against  Fryeburg,  Maine,  Berlin,  North  Conway  and  Milan. 

4.  Men's  Softball  League— has  greatly  expanded  with  some  80 
men  involved.  The  Gypsies  proved  to  be  the  powerhouse  as  they  won 
the  league  as  well  as  the  playoff  championship  and  entered  their 
team  in  Berlin's  fast  pitch  softball  tournament. 

Other  sponsors  in  the  league  are  —  Perkins  Oil,  Mt.  Madison 
Garage,  Gorham  Hardware,  and  McDonald's.  This  year  the  league 
is  expanding  and  is  proving  to  be  a  very  successful  program.

Copp  for  two  outings  this  summer. 

13.  Pee  Wee  Baseball  —  Twenty  3rd  graders  and  younger,  par- 
ticipated in  the  Batting  Tee  League  of  instructions.  Basic  funda- 
mentals were  taught  to  prepare  these  boys  for  Little  League  play. 
Instruction  was  by  Mr.  Michael  Lambertson,  and  Mr.  David  Agrod- 
nia. 

14.  Ping  Pong  Tournament  —  A  large  tournament  of  twenty 
boys  was  held  with  Donald  King,  Bob  King,  and  Steven  Fiske  as 
top  winners  and  their  names  engraved  on  the  table  tennis  plaque 
in  the  Center. 

15.  Co-sponsored  the  Charlie  Brown  play  production  with  the 
Gorham  Humanities  Council. 

16.  Recreation  Centers  —  Open  the  entire  summer  for  activities 
with  pool  tournaments,  ping  pong  tournaments,  art  classes,  soccer 
games  and  all  other  aspects  of  recreational  activities  being  offered 
throughout  the  summer.

Personnel  —  Head  Lifeguard,  Randall  Rayner,  Lifeguards, 
Linnea  Johnson,  Raymond  Lavigne,  Francis  O'Connor,  Marcia 
Hayes,  and  ticket  booth  manager,  John  Connolly.

All  lifeguards  were  certified  as  Water  Safety  Instructors  or  had 
received  their  Senior  Life  Saving  certificate.  Lessons  in  the  following 
courses  were  offered  in  accordance  to  Red  Cross  standards  from 
9  a.m.  to  12  noon  Monday  through  Friday  and  from  10  a.m.  to  12 
noon  on  Saturdays.

A  total  of  191  families  purchased  resident  passes  with  908  resi- 
dents using  passes,  and  a  total  of  9  families  purchased  non-resident 
passes  with  47  people  using  passes.  Total  increase  of  ticket  sales 
was  30  season  passes  over  1971. 

In  general,  the  year  was  successful  with  minor  damage.  Next 
year  sports  equipment  will  be  provided  to  create  a  family  type  area 
for  all  to  enjoy.

14.  Tournaments  —  Pool,  ping  pong,  table  soccer,  bumper  pool 
and  many  others  are  all  tournaments  held  at  the  center. 

15.  Hobbies  —  Rooms  and  meeting  places  are  available  for  those 
interested  in  hobby  clubs. 

16.  Social  Recreation  —  The  Recreation  center  provides  an  area 
where  all  can  meet  and  have  a  social  atmosphere,  a  central  meeting 
place  for  our  community  and  visitors. 

17.  Special  Events  —  Puppet  shows,  parties,  dances,  movies  and 
other  community  events  take  place  at  the  Center.

During  1972  a  total  of  170,677,000  gallons  of  water  from  the  Ice 
Gulch  and  Perkins  Brook  Reservoirs,  was  metered  at  the  Chlorina- 
tion  Plant  on  Jimtown  Road.

Gorham  Conservation  Commission 


The  Gorham  Conservation  Commission  is  now  in  its  second  year, 
having  been  created  by  a  vote  of  the  town  at  its  March  1971 
annual  meeting. 

One  year  ago  a  small  budget — two  hundred  dollars — was  re- 
quested and  approved.  Of  this  amount  about  one-half  was  spent  to 
cover  dues  in  the  State  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions, 
stationery  and  a  file. 

During  the  past  year  meetings  have  been  held  with  various  ideas 
suggested  as  to  what  direction  this  Commission  should  go.  Several 
interested  citizens  of  the  town  have  met  with  this  Commission  to 
discuss  various  topics. 

It  is  hoped  a  complete  inventory  of  town  lands,  water  supplies, 
areas  of  natural  beauty,  trails,  streams,  together  with  a  good  land 
map,  as  well  as  aerial  photos  can  at  some  future  date  be  completed. 
Work  has  begun  in  that  direction. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  the  Ford  Foundation  for  a  grant  of 
money,  if  received,  to  be  used  for  a  complete  survey,  and  marking 
of  boundaries  of  the  some  3500  acres  of  wild  land  owned  by  the 
town  and  located  in  the  Ice  Gulch  section. 

This  large  tract  of  land,  much  of  which  lies  in  the  township  of 
Randolph,  was  purchased  many  years  ago  to  protect  the  Ice  Gulch 
water  shed,  source  of  our  town's  drinking  water.  This  Commission 
feels  that  much  thought  and  study  should  be  made  as  to  how  best 
this  land  can  be  used. 

In  this  day  and  age  of  great  value  being  placed  on  land, 
Gorham  is  indeed  fortunate  in  owning  such  a  vast  block  of  forest 
land.  This  Commission  feels  one  of  its  prime  duties  and  functions 
should  be  to  set  standards  and  guide  lines  as  to  how  this  property 
should  be  administered. 

Our  accomplishments  to  date  have  been  few,  this  we  realize.  It 
has  been  our  feeling  that  we  should  not  embark  upon  any  large 
scale  plans  that  would  require  raising  large  sums  of  money  at  this 
time.  We  do,  however,  welcome  suggestions  from  townspeople  as  to 
ideas  or  programs  that  could  be  of  value  to  this  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WHITE  MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 

SUMMARY  PROGRAM  OF  THE  WHITE 
MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 

1972  —  (35th  Year) 

The  officers  and  directors  held  two  meetings  to  re-assess  the 
goals  and  projects  of  the  Association  to  make  them  more  meaning- 
ful for  the  1970's.  Out  of  these  two,  eight  hour  sessions  came  agree- 
ments on  five  programatic  objectives.  They  were  the  need  to  insure 
a  quality  environment,  orderly  development,  improved  public  trans- 
portation facilities,  vocational  training,  and  the  need  for  a  commu- 
nity college.  The  first  objective  has  received  the  most  attention  since 
these  sessions  were  held.  In  this  regard  the  Association  sponsored  a 
workshop  on  air  pollution  in  Berlin. 

The  Association  has  spoken  out  on  the  need  to  preserve  the 
small  family  farms  and,  thus,  it  has  actively  supported  the  Open 
Space  Bill,  HB44.  The  Bill  permits  selectmen  to  tax  land  upon 
current  use  instead  of  its  potential  value.  The  Association  spoke  out 
in  support  of  this  Bill  at  a  senate  hearing  in  Concord  and  contacted 
the  state  senators  and  representatives  in  the  region  notifying  them 
of  the  Association's  position  on  the  subject. 

The  Association  sponsored  a  very  successful  sewage  conference 
in  Waterville  Valley.  Billed  as  a  "sharing  of  ideas"  the  conference 
dealt  with  some  new  concepts  in  sewage  treatment  such  as  combin- 
ing wood  wastes  with  sewage  to  make  fertilizer. 

The  Association  organized  a  hearing  on  regional  planning  in 
Twin  Mountain  and  worked  with  the  Town  of  Carroll  in  setting  up 
what  turned  out  to  be  the  most  successful  snowmobile  hearing  in 
the  State. 

Finally,  as  an  integral  part  of  its  annual  meeting  the  Associa- 
tion, held  a  very  exciting  panel  discussion  on  "Development/En- 
vironment." Gov.  Frank  W.  Sargent  of  Massachusetts,  a  former 
commissioner  in  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  there,  ad- 
dressed the  group  following  the  annual  dinner  on  a  theme  in  keeping 
with  the  theme  of  the  meeting,  "Best  Use  of  Our  Natural  Re- 
sources." 

Non-environmental  Association  activities  for  the  past  year  in- 
cluded: help  in  preparing  background  information  for  the  Berlin  and 
Whitefield  Airports  for  the  hearings  in  Concord  before  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board;  creation  of  a  new  Association  logo  and  a  very 
successful  fall  foliage  shunpike  folder;  continued  promotion  of  the 
off  season  through  news  releases  and  the  sponsorship  of  several 
canoe  races,  the  most  ambitious  and  successful  of  which  was  the 
New  England  Canoe  Slalom  held  in  Campton.  Also,  the  Association 
assisted  a  group  in  Berlin  develop  a  plan  for  a  hotel  trade  learning 
course. 

In  preparation  is  a  canoeing  folder,  which,  if  enough  advertising 
can  be  sold,  should  be  out  well  before  Spring  of  1973. 
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Organized  a  meeting  and  prepared  a  statement  regarding  the 
then  proposed  visitor's  information  center  on  the  Kancamagus  High- 
way with  the  U.S.  Forest  Service. 

Presented  awards  to  4-H  Clubs  in  both  Coos  and  Grafton 
Counties. 

Appeared  on  six  radio  programs,  attended  one  travel  show  in 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  spoke  before  several  groups  in  the 
Region. 

Inquiries  for  the  year  totaled  5,501. 

Wrote  45  news  releases  and  126  personal  letters. 

Also  wrote  five  newsletters,  "Recreation  Pressures  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest,"  "New  Year's  Resolution!,"  "Our  Open 
Space",  one  on  the  "Sewage  Conference",  and  a  personal  news- 
letter by  John  P.  Wilson.
